FOR SALE OF DIPLOMA 


Dr. H. B. Prost. Eitropractor; 
Pleads Guilty—Promises to 
Aid in Inquiry.

Twenty-four hours after his ar- 
rest for the sale ot medical and 
chiropractic diplomas, Dr. Harry 
B. Frost, a chiropractor, pleaded 
guilty before Judge Butler, in Court 
of Criminal Correction today, and 
was sentenced to.a year in the 
Work house. 

The maximum penalty for the 
illegal sale of a diploma is a year’s 
imprisonment and a 3500 fine.

Colleagues said the brothers 
probably would go into business for 
themselves again, using as a nu- 
cleus theaters which they still con- 
trol in the vicinity of St. Louis. 
Neither brother was prepared to- 
day to announce plans. 

The Skouras circuit, built up 
from a single theater, was one of 
the outstanding independent groups 
of theaters in the country when 
it was taken over by Warner Broth- 
ers. 

None of the Warner Brothers 
executives would comment on trade 
paper reports that the Skouras 
brothers resigned because of what 
they deemed interference with their} 
operations. 

H. M. Warner was quoted as 
saying: We regret exceedingly 
Mr. Skouras’ resignation. His re- 
lations with all in our organiza- 
tion have been of the most cordial 
nature. I am unaware of his plans 
for the future but he is assured of 
Warner Brothers’ friendship at all 
times.” 


No Word From Two Brothers; 
Charlies’. Plans Not Known. 


Efforts to reach the Skourases 
by telephone in New York were 
unsuccessful and nothing has been 
learned of the plans of the third 
brother, Charles Skouras, who has 
been manager for this territory, 
which includes the Ambassador, | 
Missouri, Grand Central and some 
30 neighborhood houses of the St. 
Louis Amusement Co. 

The three brothers — who rose 
from bus boys at Hotel Jef- 
ferson’ to millionaire showmen— 
sold out in September, 1928. Spy- 
ros and George went to New York, 
Spyros to take charge of the entire 
Warner chain of more than 300 
theaters, George to supervige the 
booking of stage shows. 

The price paid for the Skouras 
chain and whether payment was in 
stock or cash was never disclosed. 
At the time, Harry Koplar of St. 
Louis, who also sold out, owned 
an interest in the neighborhood 
houses, and the Paramount-Publix ; 
Corporation, rival of the Warners, 
owned a substantial interest in the 
Missouri and Ambassador.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—With 
the Howell bill for bone-dry en- 
forcement in the District of Co- 
lumbia having been made the un- 
finished business of the Senate, the 
way is open for a flood of oratory 
on prohibition. 

Senate leaders don’t expect the 
bill to become law, but it is a 
handy thing to have around for 
purposes of stalling off discussion 
of other matters. That was the 
reason why the Republican steer- 
ing committee of the Senate gave 
it a preferred place on the legis- 
lative program and was one of the 
reasons back of the 39 to 29 vote, 
by which the Senate late yesterday. 
made it the pending business, 

Senator Howell (Rep.), Ne- 
braska, an earnest dry, brought 
forward the bill after a long in- 
quiry into enforcement conditions 
in the National Capital. It con- 
tains drastic search and - seizure 
provisions which Howell maintains 
are necessary if there is to be any 
semblance of dry law enforcement 
in Washington. 

To Propose 4 Per Cent Beer. 

The character of the coming de- 
bate was indicated in the sharp 
exchanges that took place over 
Howell's demand for prompt con- 
sideration. Senator Tydings, wet 
Democrat from Maryland, served 
notice that he would offer an 
amendment providing for the 
hanging or life imprisonment of 
anybody caught violating the dry 
laws, and Senator Bingham, wet 
Republican of Connecticut, an- 
uounced his intention to press for 
4 per cent beer. 

* Sanctuary for Bootleggers. 

Howell gave a vivid account of 
dry law violations in the district. 
It sounded like the Wickersham 
report. Washington, he said, was 
a “sanctuary for bootleggers” and 
@ place where panderers can ply 
girls of tender age with liquor and 
do so wholly unafraid.” 

Howell's speech was in the na- 
ture of a rejoinder to President 
Hoover. Last year the Senator as- 
serted that the law was not being 
enforced in the District of Colum- 
bia because there was no will to 
enforce it. The President called 
on him for a bill ‘of particulars. 
Howell began an investigation and 
yesterday he reported his findings 
to the Senate. 

“I found,” he said, “that boot- 
leggers freely maintained storages 
of liquor in the city without inter- 
ference. 

“I found that not only was 
Washington a virtual sanctuary for 
stores of bootlegger liquor, but 
that the professionally, high-class 
bootleggers led a charmed life, 
while the hazard of the common 
garden variety was nominal. 

Flood of Diplomatic Liquor. 

“I found that, contrary to law 
and the Constitution, persons of 
diplomatic status were securing 
the unlawful delivery in Washing- 
ton of hundreds of thousands of 
quarts of liquor annually by virtue 
of permits and protection afforded 
by the executive branch veg the 
Government.

75,000 TONS OF ROCK FELL 
IN THE SLIDE AT NIAGARA 


Break 290 Feet Wide at Orest Line; 
10,000 Square Feet 

Surface. * 

By the Associated Press. 

NIAGARA FALLS, N. T., Jan. 
24.—Statistics compiled by Niagara 
Sthte engineers from the results 
of a survey made with accurate 
instruments show the break in the 
American falls was 290 feet wide 
on the crest line and 65 feet deep 
in the farther up-river pofnt of the 
' shaped hollow which was 
made by the slide. Rough esti- 
mates show that approximately 
75,000 tons of hard limestone rock 
crashed into the gorge. 

The survey figures disclose that 
about 10,000 square feet of sur- 
face fell in the slide. Figures gath- 
ered by earlier surveys show that 
in the éntire period from 1842 to 
1890, when erosion was proceeding 
at a much more rapid rate than 
it has in recent years, the total 
amount of surface which disap- 
peared was 32,900 square feet. In 
other words, nearly one-third as 
much rock collapsed in two days 
as disappeared in the previous 89 
years.

District Council Proposes to Give 
Each of 4000 Men One Week’s 
Work in Two. 


„ Union carpenters will complete 


a referendum next week on a pro- 
posal to readjust working periods 
in order to divide up available 
work. 

The Carpenters’ District Council, 
with a membership of about 4000, 
has been especially hard pressed 
because of the slump in building 
operations. 

The plan on which the men are 
voting calls for twice the number 
of carpenters to be assigned to 
each job. On a job requiring eight 
men there will be 16 carpenters, 


divided into crews of four men. 


each. Crews one and two will 
work two and one-half days. Crew 
two and crew three will work the 
succeeding two and one-half days, 
completing the five-day week. 
Crew three will start the following 
week with crew four, working two 
and one-half days, and crew four 
win complete the week with crew 
one. In this manner each group 
of men will get in a week's work 
in two weeks. If adopted by the

REALTY FIRM EXEMPT 
FROM CORPORATE TAX 


U. S. Board Holds Cornet & 
Zeibig Is Partnership—Rul- 
ing on Estate Levies. 


Post-Dispatch Bureau, 
201-205 Kellogg Building. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—Three 
St. Louis cases, one relating to 
partnerships and the two others to 
deductions allowable in estate taxes 
returns, were decided yesterday by 
the Federal Board of Tax Appeals. 

The board held that the Cornet & 
Zeibig Trust was a partnership, de- 


spite its’ name, and reversed the 
findings of the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue that the rea: estate 
firm was a trust or an association 
taxable as a corporation and there- 
fore owed the Government $22,021 
in income taxes for the years 1922 
and 1923. 

Henry I. Cornet and Fred G. 
Zeibig, the board found, began di- 
viding the profits of the company 
monthly on a 50-50 basis when the 
business was founded in 1888. Later 
when’ their sons, Henry L. Cornet 
Jr. and Charles H. Zeibig, were 
taken into the firm, the sons were 
given 10 per cent of the profits 
each. and the fathers took 40 per 
cent each every month. In 1921 the 
trust papers were recorded, but ac- 
cording to the board, the trust 
agreement was pigeon-holed and 
not ca ried out. 

A revenue agent found the agree- 
ment and the commissioner assessed 
corporation taxes against the firm. 
In rejecting the - commissioner's 
findings,,the board said that it was 
obvious that the income of the 
firm was produced by the personal 
services rendered by four partners. 
Ruling on Estates. 

In both estate tax cases, the 
board held that the Missouri law 
granting a widow a child’s share of 
an estate did not create a\legiti- 
mate deduction from the gross es- 
tate, especially when the widow ac- 
cepted the terms of a will. 

Wallace Renard, executor of the 
estate of Louis Renard of St. Louis, 
who died in 1925, claimed that the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
had efred in including the value of 
Missouri real estate in the gross es- 
tate of vis Renard, and further 
sought exemption of the widow's 
child’s stare from the gross estate. 

e board upheld the executor re- 
garding the noninclusion of the 
value of Missouri real estate and 
cited the United States Supreme 
Court’s decision in the Benjamin 
Harrelson case last November, up- 
holding the Missouri law that a de- 
cedent's real property in-Missouri 
was not subject to the payment of 
administration expenses. The board 
sustained the commissioner in not 
exempting the widow's child’s$ 
share; ‘The amount of back taxes 
involved in this appeal was $4198.

Municipal Auditorium, this year’s 
portion, $2,000,000; street construc- 
tion, $714,000; sewer construction, 
$550,000; River des Peres conver- 
sion, $950,000; Lindell-Union Via- 
duct over Wabash Railway, 3230. 
000: Kingshighway and Lafayette 
avenue viaducts over Missouri Pa- 
cific Railroad, $480,000; nurses’ 
home at City Hospital, $600,000; 
administration building at Mera- 
mee Hills, $12,000; naval hangar at

Mencken, in a copyrighted article 
inithe Baltimore Evening Sun, ex- 
presses the opinion that the Wick- 
ersham Law Enforcement Com- 
mission “did an excellent job—in 
faet a job so good as to be almost 
brilliant.” 

“All the editorial writers and 
other publicists seem to be snif- 
fish” about the report, éaid the 
editor and critic. “I have encoun- 
tered no commentary upon it 
which does not sneer at it for con- 


fusion and inconsistency. . .. 
The plain act is that, as state na. 
pers go in the United States, the 
report is a document of nianifold 
and unusual merits.” 

“The commission, as a commis- 
sion,” said Mencken, “had to kecp 
within the ‘bounds of the feasible.

NE of the classical experiments 
conducted by Jacques Loeb 
raised the question whether the 
duration of life can-justly be meas- 
ured by time alone. : 

In this experiment he took three 
fertilized frogs’ eggs, all exactly the 
same age. 

“One egg he placed in water kept 
constantly at blood temperature. 
The second egg he placed in water 
of a lower temperature. The third 
egg he kept in water of a higher 
temperature. 

Each egg began to develop into a 
tadpole. But, as was to be antici- 
pated, compared to the egg kept in 
normal temperature, the one in the 
colder water developed slower, 
while the one in the warmer tem- 
perature developed faster. | 

Here, then, were three eggs, all 
the same chronologic age, but each 
of a different development age. 
How old, then, were the developing 
tadpoles? 

Similar experiments have been 
conducted with fruit flies. By keep- 
ing the flies in a cooler tempera- 
ture and hence relatively inactive 
their chronologic age—that is, age 
measured in time alone—has been 
8 beyond all natural lim- 
ts. 

Of course this experiment is at 
present applicable only to cold- 
blooded animals, or to insects, 
whose living processes readily re- 
spond to outward climatic condi- 
tions. Warmblooded animals. in- 
eluding man, do not respond in any 
like measure to the influences of 
temperature. Bears and other ani- 
mals, however, hibernate in win- 
ter. 

All of this raises a question which 
we may hope science will some day 


— 


soon answer — namely, must the du- 


ration of life be measured in years 
alone or is there some other addi. 
tional factors of measurement?

Start these at the center top and 
have them radiate in straight lines 
over top and sides of the “cake.” 
Use the usual rose candle holdefs, 
inatching the frosting in color and 
dip your candles to make them gar- 
net, Have a candle on center where 
the decoration of garnets meets and 
place rest ot candles in spaces be- 
tween the rows of the gems. 

When ready to serve the cake, lift 
the cover and cut the real cake. If 
candies are used for decorating, the 
cake itself may be decorated instead 
of using a cover,

net-colored carnations may form 
the fleral decorations if you care 
to introduce the January flower in 
the decorations.
